Marcua Aurelius Antoninus, in tho ytar 


104, had crossed the Danube to suppress a 
rebellion nmongst the Qnadi arid Marccm- 
manni. Tho enemy, nee-ing tboir only bope 
was in Ktrategem, retreated into the moun- 
tains, leaving op'y ono or two picked hands 
or archers us decoys to the Romans. Mar- 
cus Antoninus, relying on the invincible 
courage of his trained soldierw. pursued 
them recklessly, until at last he found him- 
self shut up in mountain de-files, surrounded 
by tho enemy, who quietly bided their time. 
But the full horror of his desperate situa- 
tion only burst upon him when ho found 
why there was no attack. 
Aliovoaml below 


and around him lay the sight of consuming 
drouth and famine, 
Those savage hordes 


could afford to be idle when the fierce Rim 
rays were smiting his devoted legions with 
mora deadly aim than the most skilled of 
their archers; when the ragings pf thirst 
were more cruel than the swords of their • 
strongest wnrr.org. 
He dored not try to 


fight his way out with soldiers maddened 
with thirst—fainting under that glaring heat. 
Neither could ho remain inactive, with the 
knowledge that a few hours must place him 
at the mercy of those who would drop down 
upon his helpless soldiers like birds of prey. 
He forgot his imperial dignity, to rush from 
man to man; but the/e was an intensity of 
agony the gods alone could administer to. 
Aud GO sacrifices were offered, and parched 
and djiug lips shouted imploring appeals to 
far off immortals.

The Connecticut CongrogationalisLs mel 


last week in Bridgeport and manifested a 
desire for two things that are not usually 
sought at the same time and by tho sumo 
persons.
